The middle and southern sections of the 
runway had frost bulges of 1 to 4 cm. 




3* At the beginning of March, electricians of the Leipzig Bauunion were engaged 
in laying light wires and in installing an transformer at the field. This 
work had not been completed by 10 March. 0ns of the electricians was arrested 
by the Soviets on 9 March, The fuel dump was not yet in operation by 5 March. 

4. The field was not occupied by a Soviet Air Force unit until 8 March* Two 
Soviet soldiers wearing black-bordered blue epaulets and armed with machine 
guns were observed at the field on 8 March.
